Talesman After Talesman Told to 


Step Aside and the Venire 


is Almost Exhausted. 


Up to late this afternoon no jury 


has been secured to try Charles Dunn 
for the murder of Alice Cothrell. 


All day the attorneys havo been 


rapidly examining talesmen and one 
after another they have been dis- 
missed for cause or challenged per* 
emptorily. 


At the hour this is written hut few 


of the special venire of eighty remain 
and there is dawning a fair prospect 
that another venire will have to be 
drawn. 


It may be that as the venire is worr, 


down, there will be found in the box 
twelve men to whose intelligence, 
jud'gment and impartiality both pros- 
ecution and defense will be willing 
to submit the case. 
But it begins 


to look as though such would not be 
the case* 


At 3 o'clock but eight of the special 


venire of eighty remain to be ex- 
amined. 


PROGRESS or THE CASE. 


There were not more than twenty- 


five persons in the circuit court room 
this morning when Charles Dunn, 
the accused man, entered in charge 
of Sheriff Stout and Deputy Sheriff 
Ryan. 
Mr. Morris, one of the at- 


torneys for the defense, shook hands 
with the prisoner, 
and before the 


calling of the casa the two engaged 
for a time in conversation.

O'Kourke and the various attorneys 
in the case came in soon after, and 
when court opened some other legal 
matters were disposed of.

• L. J. Schlesinger, of Huncie, repre- 
sentative of the Port Wayne, Hart- 
ford City and Muncie interurban 
railway, who was in the city yester- 
day, stated that the contract for the 
construction of the road has been let 
to the Chase Construction company, 
of Detroit. The Chase people have 
taken the entire contrast and will 
make the grade, lay the ties and 
rails, erect the poles, string the wires 
and build all the bridges and cul- 
verts.

work on the grade will begin inside 
of ten days. The first work will be 
done: between Hartford City and 
Muncie, but inside of a few days 
forces of men will be put to work all 
along the line. It is understood that 
Mr. Schlesinger will be selected gen* 
eral manager of the road. He is an 
experienced railway man and will 
render the company valuable service.

"I had canvassed Cleveland indus- 


triously to secure employment," he 
said. "I had completed my studies 
and was trying to find something to 
do. I had been unsuccessful. 


"As good fortune would -have it, 


C went down to the dock and made 
one more application, and I was told 
f I would come in after dinnar—our 
noonday meal was dinner in those 
days—that they would see if I could 
come to work for them. I went down 
to dinner, and I got the position, and 
I was permitted to remain in the 
city, permitted to remain in the 
:hurch, imd with me that was the he- 
ginning. How grateful I am for that 
day! Kow grateful I am to the man 
who gax*e me that work to do. And I 
was all ready to do it. If there was 
ever anything in the world that I 
was thinkful for, it was that I had 
something to do; and I have been 
thankful for that ever since. 
I am 


sorry for the man who hasn't any- 
thing to do, and who doesn't want to 
do anything in the world."' 


Mr. Rockefeller told how when he 


was "getting in a prosperous way"— 
earning $16 a month—he began a* 
once to try to put his shoulder vnder 
the church debt and help in other di- 
rections. 
He quoted some of the 


items: Missionary cause, ten cents; 
Mite society, ten cents; slip rent, $1; 
Sabbath school, five c&nts; present 
for the superintendent, twenty-five 
cents; Five Points 
mission, New 


York, twelve cents; the Macedonian, 
a little religious paper, ten cents; 
present to teacher, Deacon Sked,

row." 


That is the secret of generosity, 


Don't wait nntil you are rich. Be- 
gin giving today. If you can't give 
a million dollars, give ten cents. If 
you don't give the ten cents now you 
will not feel that you can afford* to 
give the million dollars when you 
have it. 


And then the desire to do somo- 


thiug. That is at the bottom of nil 
success. John D. Rockefeller was a 
poor boy, with no advantages outside 
of his own head, heart 'and hands. 
When he contributed twen ty-five 
cents toward a present for the Sun- 
day school superintendent it meart 
half 'his dnily income. Ten cents to 
the missionray box stood for two 
hours' hard labor. And yet Rocke- 
feller succeeded because he wanted to 
work, and knew how to do it. 


Contrast his case with that of that 


poor creature who is trying to induce 
a court to release him from a seven- 
year-old debt of something over $500 
on the ground that his inherited in- 
come of $6,000 a y&ar is barely 
enough for him to live on. 
This 


young man explains on the court rec- 
ord that he was brought up in idle- 
ness in the expectation of inheriting 
a fortune, that he was never taught 
arty useful occupation, th?t he never 
learned the value of momy and that 
he coes not know how to take care of 
it. Therefore* he lives a mere para- 
sitic existence, subsisting on the 
money of his father as far as it wiir 
go, and on that of too confiding 
tradesmen the rest of the way.

Culmination of His Foolish Speech 


Confessing He Advised White 


to Surrender. 


London, Oct. 23.—Sir Redvers Bul- 
er has been relieved of the command 
of the first army corps in consequence 
of tho speech he made October 10, 
after the luncheon given in his honor 
by the King's Royal rifles, dealing 
v/ith his famous dispatch to General 
White at Ladys-mith. 
He has been 


hed on half 
pay and General 


Trench has been appointed to suc- 
csed him. 


In the official announcement the 


war office says that the commander- 
in-chief, "after full consideration of 
all the circumstances and the ex- 
planations famished." recommended 
that General Buller be relieved, which 
has been done. 


The appointment of General French 


is to take effect "when his services 


e no longer required in South Afri- 


ca/* 
Pending General French's re- 


turn General Hildyard "will command 
at Aldershot. 


There are many who predict that 


the remarkable speech delivered two 
weeks ago by 
General Buller, ir* 


which he confessed that he counseled 
the surrender of Lady-smith, will lead 
to further disgrace. 
The press gen- 


erally continues its hostile comment. 


The people of England have gener- 


ally stuck to him throughout, and his 
and his wife's social influence has 
been most powerful and has even 
reached the ':ouit. 
It had been de- 


cided that he would be elevated to the 
peerage on the next honor list, but 
it is now doubtful if, after his con- 
fession that he advised the surrender 
of Ladysmith. "a humiliation com- 
pared with which," as the Standard 
says, "all other reverses of the war 
would have been trivial/' either the 
king or the people will continue to 
favor him. 


BRILLIANT CARHDJt. 


Whatever may be said of his South 


Afiican campaign, from which he 
;vas peremptorily ssut home by Lord 
Kobeits, Bullcr's previous service to 
the country brought him fame an-J 
aurels. 
When he went to South 


Africa in October, 1898, he looked 
back upon a recoid of nearly forty 
yeirs of fighting. 


Es commenced his military career 


as an ensign in the Sixtieth rifles and 
received his first baptism of fire in 
the Chinese war of i860. 
In the 


a me year ho also received his first 
step in promotion. 
In 1873 he un- 


derwent the hardships of the Ashan- 
tea war and was present at the cap- 
ture of Cooma'ssie. For distinguished 
conduct in that engagement he was 
honored with a C. B. and was promot- 
ed brevet major. 


It was in the Zulu war that he 


corned his V. C. 
In command of his 


light horss ha fought in a billy-cock 
hat and shooticg jacket ond proved 
himself a born leader of men. 


March 28, 1879, -was a memorable 


day for Buller. 
At dawn he led a 


small body of troopers up the Inhlo- 
bane mountains, where they were 
surprised by an overwhelming num- 
ber of Zulus. 
For some hours "tho 


fight waged fierce and deadly. 


He saw one of his troopers hemmed 


in by Zulus and making a brave 
stand against fearful odds. 
Buller 


promptly 
cut a way for 
himself 


through the svrarmins blacks ond 
rescued the hard-pressed soldier, who, 
however, was destined to be killed 
later in the day.

Schley 
at that time, 


within five feet of him, and I saw 
that we were going into a pocket. 
The Spanish ships had gotten out 
and the Vizcaya, the 
second ship, 


liad turned toward us and we were 
about to cross the line of fire of our 
own ships. -At that time the order 
was given to port the helm. I heard 
Commodore Schley say 'port/ and the 
ship started to swing- to starboard.

"Tbe guns were constantly being 


fired.

of a mile from us.

ihead of her and turned in that iway 
entirely clear of her. 
After swing- 


ing around we lined up paralel with 
the Spanish fleet. 


'In a few minutes the Teresa went 


ashore, 
on 
fire. 
Soon 
after the 


Oquendo 
followed, 
and 
then 
we 


caught up with the Vizcaya and kept 
with her for ten or twelve miles. 
At 


this time there was no ship to be 
seen astern except the Oregon, which 


•as about a half mile- from us. On 


this run with the Vizcaya Ellis was 
killed. 
There were fourteen or fif- 


teen of us standing together." 


THE TJEATH OF ELLIS. 


The commodore asked in a matter 


of fact tone, 'What is the rangeP' 
Ellis raised the stadimeler to his eye 
and as he did so a shell took his head 


off. 
As lip fell to the 
deck, dead, 


Young McCaulley said, 'Let's throw 
it overboard.' The commodore said, 
'No, don't throw that'body overboard.

THE RICHEST HAN'S LESSON. 


(New 
York Journal.) 


When the richest man in the world 


tells of his small beginnings there i? 
a natural curiosity to hear what he 
has to say. And there is a pscu 
fascination in the story M. John D. 
Rockefeller told the church in which 
his whole career had been run, with 
his little fifty-year-old nccunt hooks 
as witnesses. 


"T had canvassed Cleveland indus- 


triously to secure employment," he 
said. "I had completed my studies 
and was trying to find something to 
do. I had been unsuccessful. 


"As good fortune would -have it, 


I went down to the- dock and mntl« 
one more application, ujid I was told 
if I would come in after dinnar-our 
noonday meal was dinner in those 
days—that they would see if I could 
come to work for them. I went down 
to dinner, and I got the position, and 
I was permitted to remain in the 
city, 
permitted to remain in the 


church, r.nd with me that was the be 
ginning. How grateful I a.m for tha 
clay! Eow grateful I am Lo the Jnai 
who gave mo that work to do. And I 
was all ready to do it. If there 
ever anything in the world, that I 
was tlnnkful for, it was that I hat 
something to do; antl I have bee: 
thankful for that ever since. 
I am 


sorry for the man who hasn't any- 
thing to do, and who doesn't want 
do anything in the world." 


Mr. Rockefeller told how when he 


was "getting in a prosperous way"— 
earning S1G a month—lie began 
once to try to put his shoulder maer 
the church debt and 'help in other di- 
rections.

Ten cents to 
he missionray box stood, for two 
tours' hard labor. And yet Roclce- 
eller succeeded because he wanted to 
work, and knew how to do it. 


Contrast his case with that of that 


poor creature who is trying to iiiduce 
a court to release him from a seven- 
year-old debt of something over .^500 
on the ground that his inherited in- 
come of SG,000 a y&ar is barely 
enough for liini to live on. 
This 


young man explains on the court rec- 
ord that he was broug'ht up in idle- 
ness iu the expectation of inheriting 
a fortune, that he was never taught 
any useful occupation, thnt he never 
learned the value of moiuy and that 
he c;oes not know how to take care of 
it. Therefore, he lives a inci'i: para- 
sitic existence, 
subsisting on the 


money of his father as far as it wilr 
go, and on that of too confiding 
tradesmen the rest of the way.

THIEVES MAKE 


A GREAT HAUL 


Chicago Postoffice Stamp Vault is 


Tunneled and Over $70,000 


in Stamps Stolen. 


A CLEM JOB AM NOT A CUE 


Chicago, Oct. Bl.—A sensational 


robbery wliicn, netted the perpe- 
trators $74,610 in stamps was dis- 
covered (here this morning -when the 
Btamp department of the postofflce 
•was opened for business. 
A rapid 


investigation developed the fact that 
the burglars liad crawled under the 
flooring for about 300 feet, bored a 
bole in the bottom of the vault, se- 
cured the stamps-and escaped, carry- 
ing their booty in a -wagon. 


Th& -work of forming an entrance 


to .the vault had evidently been, go- 
ing- forward -with the greatest pa- 
tience for many days, it is believed, 
(however, .that the intention of the 
-thieves tas been ito enter «he cashier's 
vault, in which there was $35,000 
in money and stamps valued at hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 
The 


bottom of the vault is of Steel half 
an inch thick. In this ninety-seven 
holes were bored until a space eight- 
een inches square—just enough to al- 
low the entrance of r. man's body- 
had been so weakened that it was 
possible to take out the whole plate 
with little difficulty. 
A dry goods 


ooi stood over the hole *his morning 
and concealed the work of the rob- 
bers while in was in progress. When 
discovered today the finger marks of 
one of "the burglars were still dis- 
cernible on tie dust of the bos, which 
he had pushed to one side. 


JOB SKILEETJLI.Y JLAITNED. 
So skillful had the job been planned 


that men working in other parts of 
the building had not the slightest 
Inkling of the daring robbery being 
worked almost under their noses. 


The robbers drove up to the south- 


east corner of the postoffice building 
in a. wagon, the tracks of which could 
Jje seen plainly today. The building 
Is a temporary affair and the men 
had only to open a little door to ad- 
mit themselves under the flooring.' 
To reach the vault it was necessary 
to crawl about 300 feet over odds an* 


' «nds of boards which littered the 


•way. The route evidently ha'd beeu 
carefully studied; for a detective who 
went under today without knowledge 
of locations became lost and was 
nearly overcome by the foul odors be- 
fore assistance reached him. Having 
secured their plunder, the robbers 
loaded dt into the wagon, drove across 
a vacant lot and turned into Wabash 
avenue in front of the art building.

HOW IT WAS DONE. 


"The space under the vault is suf- 


ficiently large for a man to stand up- 
right and their work must have been 
comparatively easy with the drills 
and steel saws which they used. The 
stamps were arranged in twenty- 
pound (bundles, and the weight of the 
load they carried off must have lieen 
500 pounds. 
Evidently one man 


handed the packages down to others 
waiting below. 
As their progress 


must -have been slow carrying even 
one bundle througih all those tunnels, 
crawling on all fours, I judge tirey 
worked for hours getting their booty 
to the wagon. 


"Apparently they felt 
perfectly 


safe, though somewhat disappointed 
at missing the cashier's vault, where 
there was $35,000 to. cash and a 
great quantity of stamps. I cannot 
tell now how many men /worked at 
the job. Every effort will, of course, 
be made* to recover the property, and 
capture the men who took' it."

The annual report of Rear Admiral 


Crowninshield, chief of the bureau of 
navigation, calls special attention to 
what is now the most pressing nesd 
of the navy. 
We have the ships and 


we have the money, too, but un- 
fortunately we have not the 
men. 


The admiral shows that 1,026 officers, 
25,000 men and 2,500 apprentices 
will be needed when the ships now 
under construction are completed, in 
order to send the American navy to 


sea. 
To secure them wui not be an 


easy task. 
The enlisted men may 


be obtained by making the service 
more desirable, and congress will be 
asked to provide for the enlistment 


of 3,000 men in addition to the pres- 


ent qiM*. But to increase the num- 
ber of commissioned officers Trill be a 
more serious matter.

The 
only solution of the problem, there- 
fore, seems to be to increase the num- 
ber of cadets at Annapolis, so that 
by the time the new ships are in 
commission there will be a sufficient 
force of trained officers to command 
them.

THE WORLD'S WHEAT. 


It Is oecainhjg painfully evident 


that this is to be a year of disap- 
pointment for American agricultur- 
ists. First it was expected that a 
great corn crop would be harvested, 
but the drouth of midsummer put an 
end to all such hopes, and the crc-p 
that has been harvested is dccidertJy 
short. Yet even when this became 
certain it was still some consolation 
to believe That the wheat crop would 
be a record-breaker. But this beliei 
did not last long. It is true that the 
harvest of wheat has been large, biit 
it breaks no record, and is far below 
the early estimates. 
This is bad 


enoug-h, but still worse is the evi- 
dence that the expected foreign de- 
ficiency does not exist. There ha\'e 
been all sorts of reports since early 
,n the season as to the condition of 
the wheat crop in the European coun- 
tries. While differing in details, 
moat of these reports agreed until 
quite recently that the European 
crop would be short. 


But the laitest and most trustwor- 


thy statements show that there is 
very little shortage in Europe. 
France, for example, has raised a 
crop 'of wheat amounting to near?y 
300,000,000 bushels, which is close 
to the average crop, and which calls 
for the importation of not more than 
20,000,000 bushels to supply French 
consumption. The German harvest 
shows that Wie damage done by the 
cold, wet spring was much exagger- 
ated. The Russian crop is now es- 
timat-d ftt 400,000,000 bushels, tis 
against 435,000,000 buahsls 'last 
year. 
The Austrian crop is below 


tha.t of last year, but thte Hungarian 
and Italian cops are larger. So, all 
thin'gs considered, the wheat short- 
age in, Europe is not so great, and 
therefore it is not surprising that 
there is no very large demand for 
our whe?Jt It is true tha: the ex- 
ports at the present time are heavy, 
but this may be attributed more to 
the ruinously low ocean grain, rates 
than to strong bidding from import- 
ing 
countries. 
Evidently grain 


speculators realize these conditions, 
and that is what keeps prices wiJak. 
Luck has certainly been against the 
wlieait grower, just as it has been 
against the corn grower, thin .year. -

anything on earth and he loved me, 
and we could not be separated. Good- 
bye,

Charlotte." 


The note; supplemented- with. a 


statement made by Dr. Burnett, tells 
of the tragedy enacted by the two 
lovers. 
According to the dentist's 


story he met Mrs. Nichol while yet a 
young girl in Nashville, Tenn., and 
:ell in love with her. Burnett moved 
to Chicago and married several years 
afterward. 
"Our love was still 


strong for each other,7 said Burnett, 
'and she moved to Chicago to be near 
me. We were together nearly every 
day. There seemed, however, to be a 
constant remorse, on iher part on ac- 
count of the dual life she was leading. 
Saturday we wertt down town to- 
gether and after having 
several 


drinks she proposed suicide to me and 
we went to the Marlborough hotel 
and she produced a bottle of mor- 
>hine she had hidden in. 'her dress. 
She again asked me to die with -her 
and I consented.. Then she swallowed 
nearly all the contents of the bottle 
and handed it to me. I drank what 
was left, but 'believing that I ihad not 
taken enough to prove fatal I tried to 
end my life by sticking1 the hat pin 
nto my neck. I saw this also was 
*oing tb be a failure, so a turned on 
all the gas and laid down to die.'1 


Burnett stated that his wife knew 
nothing of his attachment for Mrs. 
Nichol. 


A policeman who was sent to the 


Nichol home at 6518 Miiiewa avenue 
last night, to notify Mr. Nichol of 
;he tragedy, found no one there but 
the two little children of the deai 
woman, one a boy of 8-an'd the other 
a little girl of 4 years. 
They toW 


the policeman that their father was 
out looking for their mother, who had 
been missing all Saturday night and 
yesterday. 


Dr. Orville S. Burnett was born at 


Hastings, Neb., about twenty-eight 
years ago. 
He was married seven 


years aigo to Grace Anderson, also of 
Hastings. 
She 'had 'been (his play- 


mate and schoolmate from childhood. 
Immediately afterward the family 
moved to Denver, Orville, the son. 
also going. His father was a wealthy 
stock man, and the young man lived 
in ease for years. Finally his wift- 
urged him to take up a profession 
and he decided to become a dentist. 


left her children to attend a dance,

Professor Loeffler Suggests the In- 


noculation of Cancerous Sub- 


jects as Rational. 


Berlin, .Oct. 21.—The injection of 


nlalarial blood as a scientific cure for 
cancer is proposed by Dr. Frs'dericfc 
Loffler, professor of hygiene in the 
ancient RoyaJ University of Griefs- 
wald/ Prussia. 
Professor Lofiler is 


the German pathologist -who discov- 
ered the bacillus of diphtheria. He 
finds that amid tropical conditions 
most conductive to the contraction of 
•malaria cancer is of esitermely rare 
occurrence, and has been led to tha 
conclusion that when malarial pois- 
on is administered as a theapeutic it 
acts as a safe antidote to all forms 
of cancerous disese. 


Whate he calls "the remarkable in- 


frequency" of cancer among- the ne- 
groes if the United States and other 
African populations is cited as one of 
the chief arguments in favor of the 
new theory. Speaking to the Record- 
Herald correspondent Professor Lof- 
fler sai'd: 


' Realizing that malaria is not only 


capable of infecting the human sys- 
tem, but also of occasionally counter- 
acting the ravages of other diseases, 
the idea occurred to me of .attacking 
cancer with 
the aid of a malarial 


person. It has been eEtablished that 
malaria, when artificially produced 
by hypodermic or internal injections 
of the blood of malarial patients, can 
be arrested by the prompt adminis- 
tration of quinine. This accordingly 
suggests the innocutation of cancer- 
ous persons either by means of the 
malarial mosquito itself or with the 
"blood of patients afflicted with ma- 
larial infection. 


Previous attempts to cure cancar 


through, vaccination with other in- 
fectious substances have not only 
met with poor success, hut have been 
accomplished with great danger be- 
cause of inability to control the anti- 
dote. 
Among the most notable of 


these attempts is the one based on 
tihe the'ory that tubercle bacilli and 
the bacillus of cancer excluded each 
other. In tropical lands, whsre~raa- 
laria flourishes, cancer is seldocn 
known. In Borneo, after ten years 
of close observation, not a single case 
has been, discovered. 


;Let me impress on my fellow 


practitioners -everywhere that.any 
proposal has not advanced beyond 
the experimental stage. I desire their 
co-operation in working' It out. Of 
especial value will be the assistance 
of those who come in contact with 
diversified forms of cancer and of 
those who have their practice in the 
trtrpics."

Washington, 
D. C., Oct. 20.—In 


-this discourse Dr. Ttlmage calls all 
people to gladness, and opens all the 
doors of expectancy. Text: Gen. vi., 
18, "Comej" Bev. xxii., 17, "Come." 


Imperial, tender and all-persuasive 


is the word "Come." 
Six hundred 


and seventy-eight times it is found 
in the Scriptures. Tt stands at the 
front gate'of the Bible as in my first 
text, "inviting antediluvians into 
Noah's ark, and it stands at the oth- 
er gate of the Bible as in my second 
text, inviting the postdiluvians of 
all later ages into the ark of a Sav- 
ior's mercy. "Come" is only a word 
of four letters, but it is the queen of 
words, and nearly the entire nation 
of English vocabulary bows to its 
scepter. It is an ocean into which 
empties 10,000 rivers of [meaning. 
Other words drive, -but this beckons. 
All moods of feeling hath that word 
"Come." 
Sometimes .it weeps and

United States 
and swore, to uphold the constitution 
of his adopted country, James Jack- 
son, of Cambridge, has been suspend- 
ed from membership in the Second 
Reformed Presbyterian church, of 
Boston, by Bev. J. M. Foster, pastor. 
The New York Presbytery of the 
churoh at its fall meeting in Boston 
last Tuesday confirmed the sentence, 
refusing to sanction the aotion of 
Bev. S. G. Shaw, pastor of the First 
Beformed Presbyterian, church, of 
Cambridge, in admitting Jackson to 
membership in his congregation after 
Jackson's suspension. Jackson is a 
native of Scotland and came to this 
country in 1890. He joined Poster's 
flock and was elected an elder. 
All 


elders are obliged to undergo an ex- 
amination as to fitness for responsi- 
bilities conferred. While he was be- 
ing examined the fact leaked out that 
Jackson had become a citizen. 
He 


explained that his wife had made a 
visit home in 1000 and that lie h:id 
become si citizen to avoid question as 
to her right to land here on her re- 
turn, but to no purpose. Bev. Foster 
said: "It is true that we look upon 
the constitution of the United States 
as an immoral document and t\n in- 
sult to the Almighty.' We recognize 
Jesus Christ as the king1 of all na- 
tions. The constitution does not even 
mention His name and makes no ref- 
ei-ence to Him or to tae Bible, which 
is His law. We refuse to accept the 
constitution thus defective and can' 
not swear allegiance to it."

drawal of over 2,000 members £iom 
the church.

TO DEATH. 


A CANCER ENDED HIS LIFE 


WAS A VETEBAN OP THE WAR 


OP THE BEBELLIOH". 


A CAREER FULL OF HONORS 


HAD BEEN ON THE RETIKED 


LIST THREE TEARS. 


Hartford, Conn., Oct. 19.—Bear Ad- 


miral Francis M. Bunce, IT. S. N. (re- 
tired), died this morning at his borne 
Itere. 


Admiral Bunce's death, -while sud- 


den, was not entirely unexpected, as 
his family had been warned to ex- 
pect the worst. Lost May cancer of 
tie .tongue developed and an opera- 
tion in Boston resulted in the re- 
moval of the admiral's tongue. 


In September the disease attacked 


the throat and the patient grew 
•weaker from that. time, fighting a 
hopeless battle with the courage which 
has Always characterized the man. 


Two -weeks ago he took to his bed 


and had been practically confined 
there ever since. 


li'ancis Marvin Bunce was "born De- 


cember 25, 1836, and was appointed 
to the naval academy Iffiay 28, 1852., 
He served with distinction in the 
civil war, taking- part in the block- 
ade'of Wilmington, N". C., and in the 
capture of Moms Island, S. C.t July 
10, 1863. He commanded the ex- 
pedition, which, co-operated with Gen- 
eral Gilmore in the reduction of the 
confederate works on the island and 
was in the attack on Tort Sumter 
September 8, 1863. He served on the 
monitor Patapsco in the siege of 
Charleston* In November, 1863, Tie 
was wounded by the premature ex- 
plosion of a shell in the turret of the 
Potapsco. 


He was on the staff of Admiral 


Dahlgren and received honorable 
mention time and again, for gallant 
conduct. 
* 


After the war he achieved distinc- 


tion, in taking the monitor Mon-ad- 
noclt from Philadelphia to San Fran- 
cisco, that .being the first extended 
voyage of an ironclad. He receive-! 
a captain's commission in 1883 and 
was made a commodore in 1895. In 
1898 he was given the rank of rear 
admiral. 


Admiral Bunce was one of the vet- 


erans of the civil war in which, he 
rendered most distinguished service. 
He was a predecessor of Admiral 
Sicard as commander-in-chief of the 
jSorth. Atlantic squadron and was 
more active than any naval officer of 
ihis time in. improving the navy to 
meet modern requirements. 
After 


the outbreak of the Spanish, war ha 
was commandant of the New York 
navy yjard. 
Admiral Bunce retired 


by age limit on, December 25, ISPS, 
and ihas since been living quietly at 
his home 'in Connecticut.

The indictment returned by the 


grand jury a month ago sets forth

choosing to prosecute 
his 
efforts 


alone and in Ids own way and time. 


But the girl was found in his cis- 


tern. Her body displayed marks of 
vi'olenes sufficient, the state says, to 
have caused her death. -Moreover, it 
is rumored the state will set out to 
show that Dunn was affecting to 
make search for tthe girl hours be- 
fora it was reported she was missing. 


The state will attempt to show that 


the little girl was dead before her 
body sunk beneath the waters of the 
cistern. 
The state will attempt to 


prove that she was choked to death 
by exterior pressure upon her throat, 
a ready and easy means by which 
her death could have been ac- 
complished by her assailant and the 
means in a thousand similar cases 
most likely to be employed by a pow- 
erful man with a weak child in hand 
whose death he purposed. 


The testimony of physicians will 


have a most important bearing in the 
case.

with having committed an abortion 
on Elizabeth Weissell, a half-witted 
domestic formerly employed by him 
and whose death occurred almost ex- 
actly a year -before 'the death of Alice 
Cothrell. 
The indictment for this 


alleged crime produced a much great- 
ed furor than the bill formally 
charging him with the foul murder 
of Alice Cothrell. 
Indictment for 


the Cothrell murder only fulfilled 
public expectation. 
Indictment in' 


the Weissell affair was utterly unex- 
pected. 
It was not a revelation, for 


the matter had on one other occasion 
been considered by a grand jury. But 
"-t has been said that at that time 
there was strong reluctan'ee on. the 
part of those supposed 'to know some- 


subtle reasoning of a Lorn/broso might 
set these opposite characteristics into 
a natural relation or the laborious

STORY OF THE CASE. 


It was on thp. afternoon of Tues- 


| day, July 2, 1901, that little Alice 


• Cothrell, the 10-year-old daughter of 
! Mr. and Mrs. Edward Cothrell, mys- 


i teriously disappeared from her home 
; in the village of Wallen, six miles 
! north of Fort Wayne. Shortly fol- 
lowing the dinner hour, after playing 
for a time with a younger brother 
and sister, Alice left the house un- 
noticed by her mother. No member 
of the Cothrell family saw the girl 
alive after this time. 
Five days 


later, on the afternoon of Sunday, 
July 7, the lifeless body of the little 
girl was dragged from a cistern be- 
neath the kitchen at the residence of 
Charles Dunn, owner of a sawmill 
and perhaps the most prominent citi-1 
zen of the village. 


The absence of tlie girl during the 


afternoon of her disappearance oc- 
casioned no apprehension upon the 
part of the Cothrell family until late 
in the afternoon. Alice was known 
by practically every one in the vil- 
lage, was quite a favorite with ths 
people and frequently called at their 
homes. 
Particularly was this the 


case at the Dunn home, where Mrs. 
Dunn, who has been suffering for 
some years from a mental affliction 
of a mild character, had conceived a 
decided fondness for the girl. 
She 


was an *lmo»t daily visitor and 
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the kitchen where Marie Sampleson, 
a domestic, was at work at the fam- 
ily washing about 1 o'clock. 
The 


girl stated that Alice had remained 
but a few minutes; that she had paid 
but little attention to her, but rec- 
ollected having noticed Alice leave 
the house by way of the rear kitchen 
door, .pass back through the yard and 
turn northward in an alley which 
runs along .t£e rear of the property. 


Edward Cothrell, father of the 


missing girl, was an employe of 
Dunn, and during that day had been 
engaged in hauling logs. Returning 
"rom his day's work quite late in the 
evening he was told of the disappear- 
ance of the child and at once took up 
he search. News of her disappear- 
ance quickly spread, and within a 
short time practically every inhabi- 
tant of the little town was assisting 
n the hunt for the missing child. 
Among those who participated in this 
work were members of the Dunn 
lousehold. 


ivery house in the village was vis- 


ted, and late that night Cothrell, to- 
jether with "Del" Reed, a young 
ma-n also in Dunn's employ, hitched 
up.one of the latter's rigs and drove 
o Fort Wayne, thinking perhaps the 
hild had come to the home of rela- 
tives in this city. It was a fruitless 
quest, and after notifying 
officers

DAYS OF ANXIOUS SEARCH. 
Then followed days and nights o* 


most thorough and anxious search 
or the missing child. 
Work was 


radically abandoned by the sympa- 


bors that he had repeatedly searched 
every foot of his own and adjaeen' 
premises thoroughly; that there was 
absolutely no use of further search 
about his place, and 'expressed the 
opinion that the child would not be 
found within several miles of Wal- 
len. 


INSIST ON A SEARCH. 


People began to feel that a more 


th'orough search of fthe Dunn prem- 
ises, where Wi'e girl is said to have 
been lasit sean alive, was imperative, 
yet in the face of Dunn's positive as- 
sertion ttot he 'bad made a thorougih. 
search, there was a natural tendency 
upon th-a part of the people to hesi- 
tate. TMss'fcate of affairs continued 
until the Hiinitertowii gentlemen 
after a conference determined, to pro- 
ceed to Wallen and insist upon a 
search of the Dunn premises, and 
particularly of the cistern. Whis- 
pers of suspicion gained circulation; 
Dunn heard of thean add it aaigered 
him. The search of the Dunn pis- 
tern was precisely what the Wallen 
people desired, but they lacked per- 
haps organization and leadership to 
enforce the denraad. There were in- 
dicaltious tha/t many people in the 
vicinity stood in fear of the mill- 
owner.

>le spot that might conceal her. 
•Many solutions were offered. Some 
iclieved that the child had run away, 
or that she had been* kidnaped, or had 
met accidental death, but it was only 
after days and nights of ceaseless 
and fruitless search that suspicions 
of foul play began to arise. Interest 
and anxiety ia tae caae apread; 


over tihe matter, and he assured then; 
that it -was useless; that he had 
already searched every foot of the 
premises. Finally two of the Regu- 
lators—J. A. Noonan and J. E. Ballcu 
—-were given permission to make an 
exploration of the cistern. Dunn ac- 
companied them, and procured the 
material by 
wMch. a stick was 


spliced to the handle of a garden 
rake in order to reach th'e bottom of 
the cistern. 


FOUND THE BODY. 


Almost 
immediately 
from 
the 


depths of nearly eight feet of water 
in the cistern below the kitchen the 
lifeless body of the little girl was 
lifted. 
Dunn's first remark is said 


to have been: "My God, we've been 


drinking that water." The discov- 
ery of the child's body created a sen- 
sation that can be better imagined 
than described, and the higi feeling 
tnat had prevailed for several days 
was quickly intensified, for the mys- 
tery of 'the girl's whereabouts was 
solved only to give way to another. 
Haw came the body in the cistern? 


The cisten is located directly be- 


neati the kitonen floor, and is 
reached by a trap door in the floor, 
tihe opening being the width between 
the joists and perhaps twenty inches 
in length. Over the top of the cis- 
tern, possibly eighteen inches below 
the floor, was another lid of similar 
shape, though varying 
from the 


first in size. TSie body of the dead 
girl lifted from the cistern was ten- 
derly laid upon the lawn at the side 
of the nouse, and word was sent to 
the city for Coroner Barnetc. That 
official, together with Sheriff Stout, 
drove to tile Dunn residence Sunday 
afternoon and began an investiga- 
tion which, resulted in a series of 
sensational developments. For th» 
week following public interest was 
wrought to the highest pitch. For 
a still long-er period the remarkable 
case was the chief topic of conversa- 
tion. 


Coronet Barnett view the remains

London, Oct. 17.—The hearing of 


the charges against Theodore and 
Laura Jackson (Ann Odelia Diss cle 
Bar), was continued today.

clear the sidewalk of those who -were 
anxious to obtain admission and henr 
the most noisome testimony 
ever 


given publicity in a London court. 


The witness examined today was 


Daisy Adams, a mere child, wearing 
h. red Tarn p'SIianter cap, and with 
her 'hair in curls hanging: down her 
shoulders. She testified that she was 
enticed to London under the promise 
of being1 taught music. 


Laura Jackson "Continued to con- 


duct the case for the defense, 
Stie 


was clothed in a soiled, draggled 
white silk toga. 
The woman evi- 


dently had a powerful influence over 
the girl, Adams, and leaned over the 
dock and gased fixedly at the wit- 
ness, evidently with the hope of in- 
timidating her or of re-establishing 
her hypnotic influence. But the girl 
frustrated the effort 'by turning her 
back to the female prisoner and look- 
ing at the judge. Then, tiring of her 
efforts, Mrs. Jackson demanded 
*i 


chair, and, seating herself in a cor- 
ner of the dock, interrupted the wit- 
ness with, irrelevant questions nnd 
objections until the court ordered her 
to desist. 


The testimony, which was of the' 


Tilest character, related to the in- 
dignities which the witness suffered 
at the hands of themale prisoner 
while she was a neophite of the Theo- 
cratic TTnity, under :tEe" promise that 
she would become a. reincarnation of 
the Virgin Mary.' The witness testi- 
fied that she was so .fully under tke 
prisoner's influence at the time that 
sho believed his claims of divine 
parentage. Revolting practices wers 
esercised both when they were alone 
and in the presence .of Mrs. Jackson. 


At the close of the morning session 


Mrs. Jackson demanded of the court 
the return of the money taken from 
the prisoners by the authorities when 
they were arrested, but the court re- 
fused to grant her request. 


Mrs. Jackson also referred to Will- 


iam T. Stead's recent repudiation of 
any -knowledge of the prisoners, 
called him "that redoubtable pro- 
Boer" and said Detective Inspector 
Kane possessed a half-dozen letters 
which had been written by Mr. Stead 
to the accused.

The meanest Mnd of cowardice is 
that which affects fearlessness while 
there is no appearance of exposure 
and then cringes the instant that a 
sound of justice strikes the ear. 


MADE .COWARDS BY CONSCIENCE 


N"ever did Shakespeare enunciate a 


deeper truth of human nature than 
when he "wrote, "Conscience makes 
cowards of us all." All the brothers, 
we may supposs, had imagined their 
dastardly deed was buried with the 
past and they were done with Joseph. 
But -when suddenly they found them- 
selves wholly at his mercy they were 
dumf-ounded. 


Had the 
Bible been written as 


other books are we would in all prob- 
ability have a graphic description of 
the crp.ven cowardice of the company 
when (lesson verss 4) they heard the 
words: "I aai Joseph, your brother, 
whom ye sold into Egypt." 


Evidently, as verse 5 reveals, the 


wa-etched fellows' were overwhelmed 
with •emotion, as we hear Joseph say 
to them, very gently: "Be not grieved 


tr angry with yourselves."

•There may ibe in our 'Christian age 


and as an outgrowth of pure religion 
and careful culture some young men

of that kind 


have come our way thus far. How- 
ever, it should be helpful to all to 
have one of this high sort to imitate. 


Having a perfect example .may 


seem impracticable at first thought. 
And same have spoken derisively of 
imitating more than the commoner 
kind of saints. That is a foolish 
mistake. The fact is, we make the

New York, Oct. 18.—Eifty 'tons of 


rock caved in at the rapid transit 
tunnel at 167tih street and Broadway 
cday, carrying death to .an imcte- 
ermined number of the forty men

surface in the burrow. 


The known dead are: 
Peter O'Hara, aged sixty-five.

foreman Madden 'was found pinned 


down by tons of broken rock, only 
the feet being clear -of the mass of 
debris.

Asked about the Violation of 
the order of the court, SheriS Stout 
said that the order fetid been modified 
by the judge last evening and that it 
was not necessary to lock Dr. Mc- 
Gausland up, so long as he was held 
in. custody. 
Judge Aiken seems to 


differ -with the sheriff, for he said to 
The Sentinel this morning: 


JUDGE AIKE1T EXPLAINS. 


"I 'have not modified my order and 


I will not modify it.

Causland was some poor devil hi 
would have been locked up in twenty 
minutes. I have no interest in the 
case save as a judge and to preserve 
the dignity of my court. I will tel 
you about tikis case. Mrs. IffcCaus- 
land was given a judgment for th 
payment of S40 per month in Decem- 
ber, 1899.

he said he was at his office. There 
never was an appearance in the case 
by person or attorney. I waited1 unti 
after 4 o'clock on Wednesday and 
then said to Mr. Morris, one of the 
attorneys in the case, that I would 
wait until five minutes after 9 on 
Thursday and if there was no appear 
anca at that time something would 
drop.

Victoria, B. C., Oct. 1C.—W. 
W. 


Rockhill, the commissioner who rep- 
resented the United States in the 
negotiations between the allies and 
China, has arrived by the steamship 
Empress of Japan on his way to 
Washing-ton. 
He has with him a 


copy of the protocol between China 
and the powers which was recently 
signed by the'representatives of the 
various nations interested. 


He will proceed direct to Wash- 


ington by the Canadian Pacific rail- 
road. Affairs in China have resumed 
their normal state, the commissioner 
said in tin interview. 


Ha did not (anticipate any further 


outbreak, but there was no telling 
what would happen in China. The 
so-called insurrections in Kang Sti 
end Manchuria, he said, were sim- 
ply local uprisings which had bean 
very much exaggerated. Three hun- 
dred Chinese troops entered Pekin on 
September 17 and the keys of the 
gates were handed over to Prince 
Ching- with elaborate and brilliant 
ceremonies. 


TROOPS WITHDRAWN. 


All the foreign troops were with- 


drawn with the exception of th& lega- 
tion guards and guards at the rail- 


" way stations. 
Since the Tieu-Tsin 


affair thers has been 0.0 trouble over 
the railway from the coast to Fekin, 
which is controlled by the British in 
fact. Tho commercial interests seem- 
ed to be taking charge of the coun- 
try and a commission was being or- 
ganised to conduct commercial nego- 
tiations with China. This commis- 
sion will revise the treaties amd ar- 
range for the opening of more ports. 
The commissioner is of the opinion 
that the work of the commission will 
bring about A much better state of 
•affairs. 
The British and 
Chinese 


members* of the commission have al- 
ready been appointed and the other 
nations have been asked to name 
their rfcpresentatives. Before Mr. 
Roekhill left Pekin the 
Chinese 


troops had commenced to police the 
city. The people, he said, 'had been 
benefited by th& occupation, they 
having been given, work rebuilding 
the legations /and on other works at 
wages which they had never dream- 
ed of. 
On" the other hand, many of 


those who were wall oS before the 
occupation had been rendered desti- 
tute as a result of it. The legation 
concessions had bean greatly in- 
creased and the British 'legation, is 
being built in the form of a fort, 
with a. moat andtguns mounted. 


COURT SOON TO RETURN. 


Mr. Roekhill said he expected to 


tear very shortly of ths return of the 
court to Pekin. 


While missionaries were murdered 


and tortured in other parts of China, 
B/oman Catholic missionaries had 
lived under the 
protection of the 


court at Hsiang- Fu. British officers 
and missionaries had since visited 
the court and were very warmly re- 
ceived. 


Mr. Roekhill says many people are 


starving in the district in which 
Hsiang Fu is situated, but the re- 
.ports of the fa-mine in other parts 
of the empire sent out to the press 
have been greatly exaggerated. The 
famine is the result of failure of 
crops. 
. Sir. Eockhill says that while Li 
Hung Chang retains his mental 
vigor, he is breaking down physi- 
cally. He had a splendid appetite, 
but suffers much from 
indigestion 


and high fevers. 


The Russians are having consider- 


able difficulty on the China-Man- 
churia railway on account 
of the 


floods. They don't allow officers of 
other nations into the country, but 
have no objections to civilians trav- 
eling through. Kr. Rockhil does not 
look for a boom when conditions 
settled, but says the trade will be 
enormous. News was received by 
the Empress of Japan of further re- 
bellions in China. A. pitched battle 
occurred on September 30 between 
the imperial Chinese forces, under 
General Tsen, and a force of seven 
thousand insurgents near Hsino, in 
Chi-Ia, sixty miles south, 
of Pao- 


Ting-Fu. Thirty rebels were killed 
many were wounded and the 
re- 


mainder fled. Several villages were 
taken by the troops.

working balance for daily use shoul< 
be deposited in national banks. Tha 
a simpli and safe system of distri 
bution of funds can he devised 
have no doubt. 


"Sixth. I believe that in period 


of national peace and prosperity th 
public revenue should be somewha 
in excecsof public expenditure anc 


hat the surplus revenue should be 
pplied to the reduction of the public 
ebt."
